Sinclair 
ginta, who fell in .with a French 
privateer fchooner the fame day, of 
th Batt End, and after a few broad- 
fides, ybhiced the privateer to 
eer off. Soon alter the came vip 
h the French iloop Revenge, Alex- 
ander Bernard, commander, mount- 
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wha immediately ran under her fter n, 
and contifiued in that pefition for 
near twovhours, raking the thip fore 
and aft, while capt. Sinclar could 
bring nothing to bear.on her but his 
fmtall-arms; however, abreeze fpring:- 
ing MD, the captain wore fhip, and 
brought his broadfide to bear, with 
witith he entertained the Frenchman 
tor fome little time, and weuld foon 
Have quieted him, but unt fort unately 
a boy carrying a keg of powder under 
each arm ‘into the ‘cabbin, when at 
that inft. the furgeon was difcharging 
acannon, the iparks fell among the 
powder and | lew up ; by which acci- 
dent gvery thing in the cabbin was 
entircly deltroyed, and. the furceon, 
4. men, and a w yma, who were in it, 
mo *miferably burnt. Happily the 
Powder was moftly inecortridves, and 
the explofion not general, otherwite 
the fhip muft inevitably blew up. 
The confufion which arofe from this 
accident, enabled Monfieur to get off, 
who was already fick of ae reception. 
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Sof his Men, releafed their King, and gathered and carried of @ 
spfand Buthels of Corn, whilft he never once endeavoured to inter- 
them, only fending to the Prefident for Thircy Soldiers, which 
immediately feat him from Fames-Town ; but with thefe he did 
hing, and they returned, complaining of his Inactivity and Cowar- 
Ws He likewife left his Company to their Fortunes, and came back 
Fimis-Town, 
ne Prefident followed the other Company up to the Falls, in order 
fee them well feated; but he was furprifed to meet Capt. We/ in his 
fofoon returning; an] he found the Settlement very inconfider- 
and incommodioufly made, not Only liable to the Inundation of 
t River, but alfo fubject to many other Inconveniencies, which were 
jlerable. To remedy this, he fent tothe Emperor, Powhatan, to 
shale of him the Place called Powhatan: And the Conditions of 
it Agreement were thele : That the Engl thould defend him again 
Manakins ¢ That he fhould refign to them the Fort and the Houfes, 
ih all that Country, for a Proportion of Copper: ‘That all Thieves 
wld be fent thither to receive their Punifiment: That every Houfe, 
aCultom, fhould pay the Prefident a Buthel of Corn for a Inch 
ere of Copper, and a certain Quantity of Pocones to King ‘James, 
their Protection: And that they fhould barter what elfe they could 
we at their belt Difcretion, But Capt. Wef’s Company depended 
moch on the Lord General's new Commiflion, that they regarded 
her Petfons nor Things: They therefore rejeéted the Prefident with 
lence and Contempt. However Capt. Smtb, with five Men, ven- 
dto land amongft them, and committed the Heads of the Mutiny to 
fon ; but being over- powered by Numbers, he was ebliged to retire. 
tiking eff, he furprifed one of their Boats, with which he returned 
the Ship, and by the Fidelity and Afiflance of the Mariners, he 
dtheir Fury. The Jndians came to Capt. Smith, and complained, 
nie had fent them for Protectors worfe Enemies than the Manakins 
mlelves; that they flole their Corn, robbed their Gardens, broke 
atheir Houfes, abufed and beat many of their People, and fome they 
bat into Prion: That they had bore all this with Patience, vuc 
Refpe&t and Love for the Prefident ; but they atked his Pardon, if 
iter they defended themilelves. They alfo offered him their 
ilknce, and to fight for him againft them, if he would lead them on. 
iM. Smith {pent nine Days to no Purpofe in endeavouring to reclaim 
hj after which he departed for James-Town. No fooner was the 
migent gone, but Twelve indians allaulced the Hundred and Twenty 
jbmen in their Fort; and finding many ftraggiing abroad in the 
WS, they killed fome, and fo affrighted the reit, that the Jediens in 
MiMace theiv Efcape, and they all went off with the Swords and 
Whs of thofe chey had flain. Before the Veflel in which the Prefi- 
2 Was, had failed haif a League, the grounded, which gave him an 
Munity of fummoning them once more to a Parley ; and now he 
Mithen fo amazed with that filly Aflault of the /uafans, that they 
r Meted them{ves upon any ‘Terms to his Mercy.

the Mutineers, who ailedged they bad done all this for bis Hopou, 
es were again thrown into Confufion and Mutiny, Ag 
Preficent having ne Inclination to contend with Mr, # eft, anh 
Power to curb their Iniolence, left them to their Fortunes, andr 
to James Town. Soon after which they abandoned Noa/uch, aif 
back to their firft Settlement at We/'s-Fort. 

As Capt. Smith was palling down the River, and afleep in his 
his Powder-bag by fume Accicent was fired, which tore the Flebf 
his Body and ‘lhighs, nine or ten Jnches Square, in a molt di 
Mann¢ct. To quench the Fire, which fried and tormented him# 
Cloaths, he leaped over-board, and was almoft drowned befor 
could recover nim. In this pitiful State Khe arrived at Jamel 
where Ratcliffe, Acher, and the rett of the Confederates, were li 
ceme-to their Trials. ‘Their guilty Confciences flying in theirl 
and perceiving the Prefident was unable to fland, and almot beet 
his Senfes by Realon of the Torment he endured, they entered it 
Con{piracy to murder him in his Bed: But his Heart failed hia 
Was to have given fre tothe Piltol. And fo, being cifapointedin 
Purpofe, they joined together to ufurp the Goverment, and therdy 
éfcape their Punifhment, In the mean Time, the Prefident’sol 
diers, being provoked beyond aji Patience at their Malice and Sait 
flocked about Capt. Switb; and importuned him only to give his All 
and they would fetch the Heads of the boldefl among them whot 
refit his Commands.

Pow to get away 
ons Ae tis Mland, was what perplexed the two Knights.; For no Ship 
wily "Bscome near the Place if they could ‘avoid it, it having been ter- 
all pty Mariners for the Wreck of many Spani/b, Datch, and Freuch 
fore ‘ imomuch that it was efteemed the mot dangerous. unforiunate 
loro Place in the World, and according to the ufual Elegance of 
the 
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the Sea Stile, it was by many called the //e of Devils. But thee 
wreck'd Exgliomen, found it the riche(t, pleafante, and moff by 
Place they had ever feen. Here they found Plenty of Fith ang 
and Hogs in fach Numbers, that at their firt Hunting they killed dip 
two. It is reported, that a Span’ Ship called the Bermudas, » 
was carrying kiogs to the Wefi-/ndies, was caft away here, and the 
fwam afhore, and increafed to incredible Numbers. The People 


here in fuch Plenty, Eafe and Comfort, that many forgot theirlg 


bound to Virginia, and never defired to return from thence. Batit 
at laft refolved to deck the Long-Boat with the Ship’s Hatches, anj 
fend Mr. Raven, a ftout and able Mariner, with eight more inte 
Virginia, to get Shipping from thence to get them away ; but fhe 
never heard of afterwards. At length they -finifh’d two Cedar Veh 
and rigged them with what they had faved out of the Wreck ¢ 
Admiral Ship; they calked them, and pay’d the Seats with Lim 
Turtle’s Oil, inflead of Pitch ard Tar, which quickly became 
and as hardasa Stone. And now their Provifions being laidin, asf 
Things in Readinefs, after about Nine Months Abode there, they 
Sail on the roth of May, 1610. They left behind them two 
Coriflopher Carter and Edward Waters, who, being condemned fort 
Offences, fied into the Woods, and defired rather there to end 
Days, than to ftand to the Event of Juftice : For one of their Ace 
ces had been fhot to death ; and Waters was 2€ually tied to a Tet 
executed ; but he had by Chance a Knife about him, with which 
cretly cut the Rope, and ran into the Woods. There alfo camel 
England with them two Indians, named Namontack and Machump:t 
upon fome Difference, Machumps flew Namontack ; and having mal 
Hole to bury him, becaufe it was too fhort, he cut off his Legs ant 
them by him, This Marder was not difcovered before they ga 
Virginia. 

Whilft thefe Things were pailing in Bermudas, the Colony in Fig 
was reduced to the utmoft Mifery and Diftrefs. Capt. Piercy, theirt 
vernor, was fo fick and weak the whole Time, that he could peitht 
nor ftand ; and confequently could not keep up his Authority will) 
a feditious Crew, nor aét with that Vigour and Induftry as might} 
have been expeéted from him had he been in Health, Capt M 
from Nanfamund, and Capt. Wf, from the Falls, having loft their! 
and near half their Men, were returned to Yames-Town. For the! 
no fooner underitood that Smith was gone, but they revolted, andl 
ed and murdered all they met. And now they had twenty Pref 
with all their Appurtenances of Parafites and Profufion. They lav 
{pent the Provifions fent from England in the \aft Ships ; and were tg 
fore obliged to depend wholly upon what Capt. Smith left. But 
the Provifions were quite confumed, Capt. Wf and Capt. Rar 
each with a fmail Veffel, and Thirty or Forty Men weil appr 
went abroad to trade. Retc/iffz, upon Confidence of Powhetat’ 
Profefions, was flain with thirty others, as carelefs as himfelf. 9 
one Man of the Company efcaped ; and Pocabomtas (ever a faithful 
vo the Englih ) faved a Boy, one Henry Spilman. who lived many:

an ifland, we ought to take any great 
fhare in the affairs of the continent or 
not. It is no difficult matter for men 
of great parts, and whoare well verfed 
in political learning, to give a colour 
of reafon to any opinion whatfoever, 
and .confequently both fides of this 
queftion may be maintained, by fuch 
plaufible arguments as to hinder our 
diftinguilhing with certainty on which 
the truth lies. But ifwe call in expe- 
rience to our afliitance, and confider 
with ourfelves which of our princes 
have made the greateft figure, thofe 
who attended to, or thofe whoneclec- 
ted foreign aftairs, we fhall be no lon- 
ger in the dark, but on the contrary 
be able to pronounce, and on good 
evidence, that a propar regard to 
things abroad is the fureft method of 
making affairs go right at home. 

To afcend no higher in our hifto 
than the reign of Henry VIII. his 
nraxim was, that, as king of England, 
it was both his intereft and his right 
to hold the balance of power in Europe ; 
and he was fo willing this maxim 
fhould be known, that, at a congrefs 
abroad, be caufed an archer:to be 
embroider’d on his tent, «ith this 
motto, The jide I take /hall prevail. He 
had frequent opportunities of making 
good this declaration, by changing 
fides, as the pofleflion of power varied ; 
and he did it fo dextroufly through 
the greateft part of his reign, that he 
was equally revered by foreigners, and 
admired by his own fubje&ts. Ido 
not pretend to apologize tor, oreven 
to enter into the meafures he purfued 
at home, for whether they were right 
or wrong, it will equally ferve my 
purpofe, tince all our hiltorians agree, _

It mutt be allowed by all who are 
acquainted with the character and 
conduct of king William, that he 
thoroughly underftood, and_ fteadily 
purlued his true intereft, as far as the 
circumftances of things, and the 
violence of parties would give him 
leave. He found the crown, when he 
attained the pofleMon of it, ina great 
mealure ftripped of its patrimonial 
eitate, and in .a manner wholly de- 
pendant for its fupport upon the 
people. The nature of the war in 
which he was emgaged, rendered it 
far more expenfive, than any which 
the nation had entered into fince the 
days of Henry Vill. For the reader 
will obferve from the foregoing fuc- 
cinctaccount, that moft of the difputes, 
in which we were from that time en- 
gazed, were managed by anaval force, 
whereas we were now  neceilarily 
obliged to employ a land-one. In 
order to obtain the-requitite fupplies, 
in fpite of the oppofition of a power- 
ful party, his minifters found them- 
felves conftrained to run the nation ia 
debt, which had many bad conie- 
quences then, anc has fince been pro- 
ductive of worfe. Weneed not won- 
der, that while fo many and great

The advantage, which men have 
by a more devout, and retired, and 
contemplative life, is, that they are 
not diftraéted about many things ; 
their minds and affections are fet upon 
one thing, and the whole ftream and 
force ee affections run one way. 
All t thoughts and endeavours 
are united in one great end and de- 
fign, which makes their life all of a 
piece, and to be confiftent with itfelf 
throughout. 

Nothing but neceflity, or the hope 
of doing more good than a man is 
capable of eit in a private ftation, 
(which a modeft man will not eafily 
prefume concerning himfelf) can re- 
compenfe the trouble and unealinefs 
of a more public and bufy life. 

Befides, that many men, if they 
underftand themfelves right, are at

Not that it is perfection to go out 
of the world, and to be perfeé&ly ule- 
lefs. Our Lord by his own example 
has tanght us, that wecan never ferve 
God'better than when doing good to 
men, and that a perpetual retirement 
from’the world, and fhunning the 
converfation of men, is not the moft 
religious life; but living amongft 
men, and doing coodto them. The 
life of our Saviouris a pattern hoth of 
the contemplative and aétive life, and 
fhews us, how to mix devotion and 
doing good to the greateft advantage. 
He would neither coout ofthe world, 
nor yet immerfe hjmfelf in the cares 
and troubles, in the pleafures and 
plentiful enjoyments, much lefs in 
the pomp and fplendor of itgysHe did 
not place religion (as too have 
done fince) in atotal retire from 
the world, and fhunning the conver- 
fation of men, and taking care to be 
ont of all condition and capacity of 
doing good toany body.

The 
Frenchettablifhed themfelves at Crown 
Pomt in the midit of thefe quarrels 
among ourfelves, without any con- 
fiderab e oppofition, except fome pro- 
tefts againit it by the Five Nations of 
Indians, who ; Moet to know the 


confequence of this place, which was 
their original abode and habitation, 
better than we dic. : 

The defence of this place has fince 
devolved entirely upon the colony of 
New-York, in whofe province it is

‘Lhis brought on a difpute be- 
tween the twaprovinces, which could 
oily be decided by fettling their 
bouuds and limits. This fettlement 
again was oppoied by the proprietar 
ot viarvland, wiv might have been 
lajnveu by it.

whole Britith dominions in Nortb- 
America; and which ought to have 
been fecured in the very firft place.

would certainly have prevented, or 
iruftrated, the attempt of thé French 
Upon the Olio, and all the fatal con- 
fequences of it: And they may per- 
haps be as iervicable for that purpofe 
another time..

Laftly, thole of 
the feventh, where the moon prefides, 
and which is extended through Ger- 
many, the Low-Countries, and hngland, 
are flegmatick, lovers of good-tellow- 
fhip, tihing, and trading. The Spa~ 
niards love religion and juftice, are 
patient of toil, in counfel profound, 
in execution flow; of fuch great fouls, 
that neither good tortune elevates, 
nor ill dejects them. What is in them 
anatural glory, and greatnefs of mind, 
is imputed to them for pride, and a 
contempt of other nations, when 
notwithftanding it is that which is 
moft agreeable to all, and makes 
them molt efteemed; that, I fay, 
which above all follows the guidance 
of reafon, and by the dictates of that 
checks its paflions and appetites. The 
Africans are fubtle, deceitful, fuper- 
ititious and barbarous, and obferve 
no military difcipline. The Itaians 
caatious and prudent: There's no 
{pecies or image of virtue which they 
reprefent not in their words and be~ 
haviour, to promote their,ends and 
intereft ; of prodigious courage and 
ingenuity in arts, as well of peace as 
war ; their excefs of judgment makes 
them inclinable to fufpicion, to the 
prejucice of themfelves, and other 
nations. Itisfaid there’s not a fword 
drawn, nor pike traild in any part 
of the earth, but what has been firft 
made and fharpened in the foree of 
Italy. la Germaay,vatiety of fel-gions, 
civil wars, and the joldiers of other 
nations ferving there, have corrupted 
their ancient candour and ingenuity 
of mind : And as things of a delicate 
make receive mat damage by being 
corrupted; fo where foreign malice 
has infected thefé neople, it has ren- 
der’d them more miltrultful and de- 
praved in their morals. Onecannot 
without tears, compare what this 
illuftrions heroick nation has been, 
with what it is now, ruin’d no lefs 
by the vices, than arms. of others, 
Neverthelefs, though the cale be thus 
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in Germany, yet we cannot deny but 
good manners have more influence 
there than in other places good law: ; 
ali arts are in requett there; nobihty 
is moft diligendy preferved, in whica 
thing it may boaft above all other 
nations : ‘Their obedience and pati- 
ence in war is great, their hearts 
ftrenuous and valiant. The power of 
the empire perifhed, by being too 
prodigal of its grandeur and majefty 
among the princes, and futfering the 
ufurpation of fo many provinces, and 
the too great liberty of the free towns, 
the chief rife of its troubles, by the 
difunion of the parts of fo puiffant a 
body. The French are civil, affable, 
and warlike: Their firit onfets, with 
the fame ipeed they are heated, cool 
again. They neither know how to 
keep within the bounds of their own, 
nor preferve thernfelves in another 
land ; are impatient and fickle ; in 
look agreeable, in manners tntoler- 
able ; their vivacity, and freedom of 
action, being very difagreeable to the 
gravity of other nations: All arts and 
{ciences flourifh among them. The 
Laglifh are grave and refolute, have a 
good opmnion of themfelves; and, 
when occafion requires, undauntedly 
expofe their lives to the greateft dan- 
ers, though fometimes carry’d on 
By too bold. and impetuous paffion, 
rather tham premeditated choice. 
They are Gitellent and powerful by 
fea, and good foldiers alfo at land, 
when by long ufe inured to arms. 
The Irif are hardy ; defpife arts, and 
proudly boaft of their extraction. 
‘The Scots have been conftant and 
faithful to their kings, having con- 
tinud the crown in one line for 
twenty ages down.

Thenatives had now come again to 
hore, and the people on board 
tiegether {ome brafs outtons, {mall 
Botiron, nails, and copper hoops, 
the molt likely commodities to ex- 
mye for mutton and beef. The 
beer hoops they bent into bracelets, 
worn on the legs and arms, fuch 
pare worn by all the natives of this 
tt who have traficked with Euro- 
ails, and are called Bangles. With

* poor favages, perhaps with as 
i reafon as gems and gola are 
maby thofe who hold their fim- 
miyin contempt, the poor famithed 
Moturers haitened on thore; and 
ng foon made the natives under- 
M what they wanted, and what 
mi they would make, two bul- 
M, each weighing about 600 lb. 
rere driven down to the 
Ngreat expedition, ana bar- 
for about one pound weight of 
hoops and four brafs buttons. 
Milions of all kinds were procured 
Pet plenty at the fame rate, par- 


fent the little 
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ticularly milk, and a fmall grain that 
reiembied Guinea wheat. ‘This grain 
they attempted to bake into bifcuit 
for fea ftores, but could not fucceed ; 
however they found an excellent ex- 
pedient, by boiling it with their meat, 
which anfwered the fame purpole «s 
bread, and made very good food. 

They continued on fhore at thus 
place near a fortnight, and found the 
natives an honeft, open, harmlefs, 
and friendly people, ready to do any 
kind office that was in their power, 
and always dividing what they 
brought from the chafe, tho” it was 
ever io little, as far as it would go, 
with looks and geitures that ftrongly 
exprefied that pleafure which no fel- 
fiih gratification can produce. Their 
manner of living and appearance were 
the fame that have been fo often def- 
cribed by thofe who have given ac- 
counts of the peop'e called Hottentots, 
who inhabit the Cape of Good Hope, 
except that as thefe had not been 
uied to any commerce with Europeans, 
they were more innocent, benevo'tent, 
and fincere. It is however, remark- 
able, that among thefe people, who 
are all black, and woolly haired, there 
was a youth of about 12 or ry years, 
who was quite white, and had regular 
European features, with fine light 
hair. Phe peopie of the floop obferved, 
that he was treated asafervant, being 
fent on errands, and fometimes not 
permitted to eat till the relt had done. 
They alfo took notice, that he difap- 
peared a few days before they left the 
coait, and therefore they fufpected the 
natives were afraid they fhould carry 
him off with them; nor was one of 
the natives themfelves to be feen the 
morning they went away. 

On Monday, March 29, having laid 
in great plenty of provifions, they goe 
fafe over the bar, and made-fail for 
the river St. Lucia, where they arrived 
on Tuefday the 6th of April, having 
found the current more favourable 
than before, atid no other occurrence 
having happened that was worth 
relating. 

Having got into the river, and 
anchored in three fathom water, they 
went. on ‘hore, but they found the 
people very ditferent from thofe with 
whom they lat traded. When the 
brais buttons and bitts of old iron 

were 
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were oTered them, they refufed them, 
and taking up fome of the fand from 
the beach, they poured it out of one 
hand into the other, by which they 
night perhaps intend to intimate, 
that they wanted itrong liquors, tho’ 
the floop’s people did not underftand 
it; and, if they had, they had no 
ftrong liquors for them. They made 
figns alfo, that they wanted fome brafs 
rings, big enough to ferve as collars ; 
but in this too their vifitants were 
equally unab!e to gratify them. 
Among other things, however, 
which they offered to barter, was a 


brals handle of a cheft, and a piece of 


the. bunten they had made their 
colours of. Thefe happened to be 
acceptable, and were purchafed with 
two large bullocks and fix good fowls. 
They alfo vouchfafed to purchafe 
fome of the braf$ buttons with pump- 
kins, potatoes, and other herbs and 
fruit. ! 

The natives of this part of the coaft, 
by their frequent dealings with Euro. 
peans, had learned to be cleanly in 
their pertons and food, dreiling their 
hair up very neatly, and laying a‘ide 


the greafeand garbage, with which 


the others anointed and adorned 
themfelves ; but at the fame time 
they had learnt to be proud, crafty, 
deceitful, and difhoneft. However, 
the adventurers ftayed with them till 
Sunday the 18th of April, and then 
getting all on board, they weighed 
and made fail. 

Hitherto they had been united by 
adverfity in the bond of friendthip ; 
but as they had now a near profpect 
of deliverance, their minds were lefs 
tender, and their different peculiari- 
ties of temper and opinion were in- 
dulged with lefs reftraint. As they 
were failing down the river, a difpute 
wrofe about the time and manner of 
crofling the bar, which was then very 
near, and it was carried fo high, that 
fome of them hawled down the fails, 
and let go the grapnail clofe to the 
brake of a fand ; nine of them then 
hoifted out the little boat, and went 
on ihore, {wearing that they would 
fooner take their chance of getting to 
De la Goa by land, than he crowned 
in attempting to get over the bar. 
Thofe who remained in the ‘loop 
were by this accident reduced to very 
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reat diftrefs; for being preven 
tlre delay they had {iatered, fiom, 
ting over the bar at high wats, 
the wind and tide both fetting a 
the river ata great rate, they we 
foon forced on the breakers, gly 
there was then but 8 foot ofy 
and the veffel drawing 5, them 
inevitably have been grounded 
beaten to pieces, before the rive 
half empty. 

It happened, however, contr 
all expectation, and from fom; 
known caufe, that in lefs than hal 
hour the furface of the water hg 
fmooth, and, by the vigorons eg 
of thofe on board, the vellel 
brought fafely out of the river, 

From St. Lucia, which by¢ 
reckoning is in latitude 28. ra,fg 
and longitude from London 4,

A Difcription of the City of VENICE, 
In a Letter ito a Friend. 


continent: It is five miles from 
land, and is fituated in the middle of 
I know not how many lagunes, or 
watry falt marfhes, It is one ot the 
Jarzeit, and beyond a doubt, the moft 
extraordinary city onthe whole earth, 
if it may be allowed me to uie that 
term in fpeaking of a place, which, 
in my mind, rather flands upon the 
fea. The lagunes have. originally 
been marfhy grounds, but of ditierent 
compofition ; part of the earth has 
been foft, and part harder : The foft 
rtion has been wathed away by the 
Ee in tides and ftorms; the harder 
has remained in a kind of iflands. 
Thefe have been rendered fertile by 
the quantities of mud and fea-weeds 
thrown from time to time upon them: 
And on thefe little fpecks of dirt in 
the vaft Adriatic, ftands Venice. 
The firtt ufe that was made of them, 
was no better than the making them 
ferve for the feat of huts built by the 
fifhermen of Padua, who sanloved 
themfelves to advantage in this part 
of the guipb. To what mean ued in- 
famous origins may thegreateft things 
have owed their original! ‘The inva- 
fion of the Goths ews numbers of 
families to Padua, and other neigh- 
bouring parts of Italy, to fecure them- 
felves on thefe little iflands. Venice 
was then founded on feventy-two of 
them, but it has been extended great- 
ly fince, and a large number more are 
takenin. There never was indeed fo 
favourable a fituation for fecurity 
againft all kinds of enemies. Armies 
by land cannot come near them, nor 
have fleets at fea any greater advan- 
tage. The fhoals are fo numerous, 
and the entrance into the lagunes fo 
intricate and difficult, that the city is 
inacceffible ; and tho’ a very precious 
morfel, has never yet been walled or 
fortified, but, fafe in its fituation 
alone, has defied all attempts. It is 
between twelve and thirteen hundred 
years fince this flourithing city was 
founded ; and in the midit of all the 
ravages of war on the continent, and 
allthe changes in places that have 
been the feats and fubjeéts of it in 
‘hat time, Venice has uot only been 


Sf con, does not ftand upon the

After this the Doge drops a gold ring 
into the fea, through a hole near his 
feat, at the fame time repeating thefe 
words ; D:f/ponfamu:, te mare, in figuum 
wert peretuiue dominit; i.e. we e(poute 
thee, O fea, in fign of our real and 
perpetual dominion over thee, The 
ring indeed is of gold, but is plain, 
and without any ftones; fo that it 
cannot be of any great value. This 
ceremony is faid to have been firft 
inftituted by pope Alexander TIT. in 
gratitude for the good Offices which 
the Venitians had done lim. For 
under the Doge, Sebafliano Ziani, 
they defeated and took prifoner Orho, 
fon of the emperor FredericI. The 
truth of the whole forv is dubious ; 
but the cvoumaitance of the emperor

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purchafing. the pope's pardon, with 
the fcandalous tubmifhion of lying 
down and jpfiering the pope to lie on 
hisneck, is without any foundatien.

whifpering : King Henry feeling him- 
felf itruck, cried out, I am wounded ! 
And in the fanie inftant the aflaflin 
verceiving that the point of his knife 
had been ftopt by arib, he repeated 
the blow with fuch quicknefs, that 
not one of thofewhowerein the coach 
-hadtime to oppote, or even to per- 
ceive it. His majeity, by raifing his 
arm, gave a fairer aim for the fecond 
blow, which entering between the 


fifth and {ixth rib, pierced the vein

When the report of this tragical 
accident had been ipread all over Paris, 
and it was certainly known that the 
king, who at firit was thought to be 
only wounded, was actually dead, that 
mixture of hope and fear, which tifl 
then had kept that great city in ful 
pence, at once burit forth in loud 
cries and violent groans ; the people 
running quite frantic about the ftreets, 
crying Out, Alas! evhat a misfortune! 
Fathers faid to their children, What 
will become of you ? you have loft ycur 
Jather ! Thoie who had greater appre- 
henfions for the future, and who re- 
member d the horrible calamities of 
the late civil wars, deplored the mif- 
fortunes Of France, and faid, that the 
fatal itroke which had pierced the 
heart of the king, at the fame time 
gave a deadly wound to every French- 
man. In thort, it was not the appear- 
ance ofa mourning for one fingle man; 
but as if the half of all mankind were 
dead. Such was the tragical end ofa 
prince, on whom nature, with a lavifh 
profufion, had bettowed all her ad- 
vantages, except that of a death fuch 
as he merited. 

Si Mickel, one of his majefty’s gentle- 
men in ordinary, had drawn his fword 
to kill the afiaffin, when the duke of 
Epernon called out to him, and to the 
foormen, who had the fame defign, 
to {ton at the peril of their lives ; or- 
dermg them to fecure his perfon, but 
not to do any thing more.

"Charles-Téwn, in  South-Carolina, 
we 12, According to letters received 
x erday from gentlemen of repute in 
own county, North-Carolina, upon 
the north borders of this province, 
dated the 28th of April, and rit, 3¢, 
and sth inftant, many horrid murders 
have lately been committed by Indi- 
ans, on the Yadkin and Catawba ri- 
vers. The number of people killed, 
in fome letters, are {aid to be 13 or 
34, In others 17 or 18; and the mur- 
derers are fuppofed to be Cherokees, 
tho’ they may as well be Shawanefe, 
or of thofe Indians whowere prevailed 
on to quit the Ohio with the French 
garrifon of Fort Duguefne. Among 
the killed arenamed John Snap, Tho- 
mas Ellis, Thomas Adams, Daniel 
Holley, and Jofeph Rentford, in the 
upper branch of the Yadkin; John 
Hanna2h, and his family (fuppoled to 
be 7in number) near Fort Dobbs ; 
and Conrad Mull, on the Catawba 
river. The Catawba nation was great: 
ly exafperated on this occafion, and 
as foon as they heard of the murders, 
fent out 30 of their beft warriors, un- 
der Capt. Matthew Tool, in purfuit 
of the enemy. In the mean time all 
the frontier inhabitants are very 
much alarmed, many of them have 
detifted planting, and others are for- 
tifying themfelves.--- However alarm- 
ing thefe accounts may be, we are not 
without hopes, that if the murderers 
are even Cherokees, the’ Little Car- 
penter will, by keeping his promife, 
reftrain, if not effectually put a ftop 
to, fuch violences for the furure.

‘The comet's place (from 
obfervation) at 9 P. M. was juft over 
the back of Aydra, in a vertical line 
between two ftars of the 4th and sth 
magnitude in his belly : Its right af- 
cenfion 143°, 30°, with 11°, 30° So. 
declination. Idomt lay a very great 
ftrefs on this@bfrvation, as the moon 
was nearly inthat part of the Heavens, 
and fhining with very great -luitre: 
Tail invitible. 

May 16. Atg P. M. Thad another 
firht of the comet (which was the firlt 
tine fince the sth current) when it 
appeared in a direct line, with twa 
ftars of the 3d and ath magnitude 5 
the one of which was in the rump, 7%!
